More Than 500 Are Taken in Fighting By British in Combat in | 


Thiepval Area—Day Comparatively Quiet on French Front Ow- 
ing to Bad Weather—Little Activity on Any Other of Eastern 
Fronts Except in Transylvania. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
LONDON, Sept. 29.—Kast of Lesboeufs, on the Somme front, 
British troops have oce upied 500 yards of German trenches, says the 
official statement issued by the British war office tonight. There was 
heavy fighting near Thie spval. The British were forced from a section 
of the ** Hessian treneh,’’ but regained it later. The statement adds 
that more than 500 prisoners were taken in this fighting. The state- 
ment reads: 

‘Rain fell heavily today, and except for internittent shelling 
there was little activity on our centre and our right wing of the battle 
front. Some progress was made in“ eastern Lesbouefs, where we 
oeciipied 500 yards of enemy trenches. 

“Tn the Thiepval area there was heavy fighting around the Stuff 
redoubt. Having taken an important section of the Hessian trench, 
we were forced out of it by a counter attack, but regained it later in 
the day. In-this section, during the past 24 hours, we have taken 
prisoners eight officers and 521 men. 

“In spite of the weather, our ae roplanes have done useful work 
attacking the enemy’s reinforcements on the move. Yesterday, ene- 
my aire! raft patrolled actively behind their own lines, but showed little 
enthusiasm, An ene my mac shine was destroyed. One of our own ma- 


chines has not returned.”’

The other claim 
offered in defence of the inerease 
was that it would keep out Wash- 
ington apples, and so assist and 
encourage the British Columbia 
growers by giving them the whole 
prairie market. But Washington 
apples are coming in seemingly as 
largely as ever. The argument 
r the increase was that it would 
“save the apple industry of Bri- 
tish Columbia,’’ by giving the B.C, 
growers an assured market and 
any difference that was made in 
price, The fact appears to be that 
the growers are getting neither the 
price nor the protection, though 
the prairie consumers are paying 
the difference,

No Cholera. 

No cholera has appeared on the wes- 
tern front, and only a few cases in the 
south-eastern field, The Army Medi- 
cal Corps are fully prepared to deal 
with it if it appears, by means of anti- 
cholera serum, A few cases of  bil- 
he 1 haematobia have occurred.

In the Spanish-American war there 
were 14 deaths from disease to one 
from wounds or killed in battle, or 
107,000 troops of the United States en- 
gauged, over 20,000 contracted typhoid 
fever in six months and 1,580 died, 

Japan in her war with China in 1894 
lost three from disease for every one 
by wounds or killed in baitle, but in 
her war with Russia in 1904 she had 
so iinproved her medical service that 
only one died of disease for every four 
lost by battle, and of the total sick only 
$51 per cent, were due to communic- 
able disease, In an arn of 600,000 
men there were only 1 cases of 
malaria, whereas in the previous war 
with China there were 41,734 cases of 
this disease. 

Smallpox Eliminated,

by reason of the floods that resulted, 
destroying some of his crops, and ask- 
ed for an injunction restraining. the 
defendant from continuing the dam in 
question, and for $150.00 damages. 

The action came on for trial be- 
fore His Honor Judge Crawford in 
January last and judgment was given 
in favor of the plaintiff, and from 
that judgment the defendant appeal- 
ed to the appellate division. 

The whole question is whether or 
not the natural depression through 
which the water drained does, or does 
not, amount to a water course. If it 
is a water course then the plaintiff is 
entitled to have the same kept open. 
If, on the other hand, it is not a water 
course but a mere natural drain which 
carries off surface water, it is a ques- 
tion whether or not he is entitled to 
have the drain kept open. 

The leading authorities as cited by 
counsel upon the argument, seem to 
indicate that in order to constitute a 
water course the depression must 
have well defined banks within which 
to confine the water and must have a 
customary flow, 

Again it has been held in some 
courts, particularly those of the Un- 
ited States that mere surface water is 
® common enemy and any one can 
divert it or turn it off or block it up, 
even though it injures another party. 
Whether or not this principle is ap- 
plicable under our law is one of the 
questions to be decided. 

The appeal was heard by Mr. Jus- 
tice Scott, Mr. Justice Beck, Mr. Jus- 
tice Stuart, and Mr. Justice Walsh. 

H. H. Hyndman, of Hyndman, 
Miller and Matheson, appeared for the 
plaintiff respondent, and G. H. Van 
Allen, of Cormack, Mackie and Van 
Allen, appeared for the defendant ap- 
pellant. Judgment was reserved,
